TO BOXER

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
volunteer boxing coach who died aged 
37. 

Friends and family of Phillip Panadher, a 
father-of-three, said he believed in the 
sport's power to inspire younger people. 

The Kenilworth Way, Bretch Hill, resident 
was found dead at a house in nearby 
Harlech Close on Thursday, May 17. 

No cause of death has been given as yet 
and an inquest was opened and adjourned 
on May 22. 

A spokesman for Thames Valley Police 
said they were not treating the death as 
suspicious and were not looking for anyone 
in connection with it. 

The lorry driver was a regular sight at the 
town's Spit'n'Sawdust gym where he shared 
his lifelong love of boxing with young 
people. 

His boxing gloves and shirt will be placed 
on his coffin at his funeral service next 
week, which up to 400 mourners are 
expected to attend. 

The former Queensway School and 


Banbury School pupil had moved to London 
and Swindon but returned home in October. 

His mother said he struggled as a child 
with dyslexia and channelled his energy 
into boxing. 

He was mentored and coached by Ken 
Reynolds at The Willy Freund Centre in 
Dover Avenue. 

Such was his devotion to the sport, 
Davinda Panadher, 63, said her son insisted 
his temping agency did not get him work on 
Tuesdays or Thursdays, when he was at the 
gym. 

She said of his recent volunteer work: 

"He wanted to help others. He would say 
'come on kids, work a bit harder'. 

"He was such a soft-hearted lad. He 
would help anybody. That was the way he 
was." 

She said she wanted to start a fund to 
support a youngster through boxing training 
at the North Bar Street gym. 

Owner Dave Earle, a member of Banbury 
Town Council, said: "Phil had a massive 
influence on the children and had a certain 
uncomplicated way of getting them to 
train." 

He said: "People these days seem to tip¬ 


toe around children so as not to offend 
them, whereas Phil was to the point. 

"It wasn't that he was strict, he just would 
laugh at their excuses for not putting the 
effort in and tell them in the simplest of 
ways why it was important to train hard." 

He said: "Phil was starting to influence 
the lives of others in a positive way, letting 
them know that if they worked hard they 
would be successful." 

And family friend and neighbour June 
Wright, 63, also paid tribute to Mr 
Panadher. 

She said: "He was very good with 
youngsters. Phillip was a very lovely boy. 

His world revolved around his children and 
his work. When he wasn't working, he was 
with the children, boxing. 

"He was always trying, always striving to 
do more in life and make his life better."

School mourns for an 
'inspirational' teacher

PUPILS and staff at a north 
Oxfordshire school are 
mourning a "one-off" 
teacher who was killed in a 
car crash as she drove to a 
birthday party. 

Julie Stodart-Cook, a business 
teacher and senior house parent 
at Kingham Hill School, near 


Chipping Norton, died on 
Saturday, following a crash at 
Alderton Garage, on the B4077 
near Winchcombe, in 
Gloucestershire. Headmaster 
Nick Seward said Mrs Stodart- 
Cook, who lived at the school, 
was known to friends and 
colleagues as "Stoddie". 

He said: "The community is 
devastated. Stoddie was a one- 
off, and a vibrant example to 
girls and boys at Kingham Hill 


across a huge range of academic 
and extra-curricular disciplines. 

"She will be irreplaceable, and 
the school is offering every 
support to pupils affected by her 
loss, and will continue to do so. 

"Our deepest condolences go to 
her husband, Richard, and family. 

"They will be very much in our 
prayers in the coming weeks." 

A statement issued by the school 
added: "Only last week she had 
received a spontaneous ovation in 
chapel for an inspiring talk she 
gave to the pupils about 
determination and achieving life 
goals. 

"She had single-handedly won 
the school centre of excellence 
status for its Young Enterprise 
programme, helped to coach 
senior rugby, and was a popular 
business teacher. 

"Above all, though, she was a 
fabulous mother to her girls in 
Severn House, offering firm but 
loving care, and receiving back 
many alumni at the recent 20th 
anniversary celebrations of girls at 
Kingham Hill School." 

The statement added Mrs 
Stodart-Cook was going to a 
birthday party when she died. 

The 43-year-old's car, a yellow 
Vauxhall Corsa, careered off the 
road and hit cars on the petrol 
station forecourt at about noon on 
Saturday. 

Mrs Stodart-Cook was declared 
dead at the scene. 

A Gloucestershire police 
spokesman said that a 15-year-old 
boy, who worked at the garage, 
was airlifted to Frenchay Hospital 
in Bristol with potentially life- 
threatening injuries, but was now

A woman in her 20s, thought 
to have been sitting in a car on 
the forecourt at the time, has 
been discharged from 
Gloucestershire Royal Hospital 
after treatment for injuries 
suffered in the incident. 

Mrs Stodart-Cook had worked 
at Kingham Hill for 16 years and 
earlier this month helped to 
organise the reunion to welcome 
old girls back to the school to 
mark 20 years since the first 
female pupils were admitted. 

Former pupils, friends and 
parents have left tributes online 
to the popular teacher. 

One said: "Stoddie, you were 


our beautiful friend and this is a 
tragic loss. 

"We will miss your energy, fun 
and love." 

Another wrote: "An inspiring, 
energetic young lady, a woman 
who a lot of girls in KHS look up 
to." 

A parent wrote: "God has 
taken one special lady. You were 
a great teacher, house parent 
and support to our children 
when they were at boarding 
school. 

"I personally am grateful for 
the support and encouragement 
you gave our daughter in her 
teenage years - she needed a 
mother 24/7 and you certainly 
did that when I was not near."

A CHARITY that supplies a 
band of volunteers to help 
police to find lost and 
missing people is seeking 
new members. 

The Oxfordshire Lowlands 
Search and Rescue group is 
called on by the emergency 
services when someone is 
reported lost. 

The group's 30 volunteers 
give up their time for free to 
search areas of Oxfordshire for 
vulnerable, elderly, confused 
or mental ly-i11 people who are 
considered high risk by the 
police. 

Chairman of the group 
Steve Butcher is an electrician 
in his day job but also acts as 
a search co-ordinator 
volunteer. 

He said: "It's all about 
helping people and looking 
out for your community. 

"We get a call from Thames 
Valley Police when a 


vulnerable person goes 
missing and the members 
mobilise to start a search. 

"We'll be given a 
rendezvous point and a 
description of the person and 
then we'll set about searching 
the area. 

"It's nice to give something 
back. 

"If it was my nan I would 
like to know that somebody 
was out there doing 
something. 

"It's not a hobby, it actually 
means something to be part of 
it and it brings a real joy to 
some people. Sometimes, we 
also bring back the worst 
possible answer. But at least 
it's an answer. 

"At the end of the search, 
one family came out and said 
'thank you for finding her'." 

Between 40 and 50 people, 
plus dogs, take part in an 
average search. "Oxsar" has 
been called out 20 times over 
the past six months, often 
working in co-operation with 


other teams in neighbouring 
counties. Vice-chairman Jennie 
Webster said: "We only get 
called for the critical cases. A 
lot of the people we search for 
are elderly and have dementia. 

"We're completely publicly 
funded and rely on donations. 

"We want to make sure our 
members get the best training, 
so when someone we love 
goes missing you know we 
have the best chance of 
finding them. 

"We're also always on the 
lookout for volunteers." 

Karen Edwards has a 
personal reason for 
volunteering. 

She said: "My mother has 
bi-polar and she actually once 
disappeared and got on a train 
to Birmingham. 

"It's often people like her 
we are looking for."

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Service to link up and form new music hub 


THE county's music education service is set to team up 
with other local organisations to make sure every child 
has the chance to sing or play a musical instrument. 

Oxfordshire County Music Service will become a 
new music education hub. 

It means the service will now be linking up with 
professional music organisations, higher and further 
education institutions and other Arts Council-funded 
organisations to ensure there is joined-up music 
education provision across Oxfordshire. 

Culture minister and Oxfordshire MP Ed Vaizey said: 
"These hubs will mean young people around the 
country can access high-quality music teaching, itself 


an important and fulfilling part of learning. Playing an 
instrument can enrich students' lives and perhaps even 
lead to a career in teaching or performing." 

The 122 new hubs across the country were selected 
following an application process to the Arts Council 
and they are expected to be able to deliver their new 
services from September. 

According to the Arts Council, Oxfordshire County 
Music Service was able to demonstrate a "robust 
leadership model" and an "excellent" track record for 
delivering music education. It will now get a slice of 
the £50m extra funding set aside by the Department for 
Education for music education hubs.

£1.5m hope in 
recycling deal

HOUSEHOLD waste is set to 
net North Oxfordshire 
taxpayers £1.5m thanks to the 
boom in recycling prices, 
council bosses say. 

Cherwell District Council has 
struck a six-year deal where it will 
get profits from waste recycled by 
new contractor UPM. 

Under the last deal, signed in 
2006, it paid a contractor £55,000 a 
year to dispose of recycling, and did 
not get cash back. 

But bosses say the rise in re-sale 
prices for items like paper, 
cardboard, tins, plastics and drinks 
cartons means it can now get a 
good return. 

The council hopes it will bring in 
profits from re-selling items and, in 
turn, cut the amount sent to landfill, 
which incurs hefty Government 
fines. 

Depots in Helmdon and 
Cassington are run by UPM. 

Lead member for "clean and 
green" Nigel Morris said: "Some 
recyclable materials currently have a 


high resale value, meaning the new 
contract will reward the effort 
residents in the district put into 
recycling. 

"The fact that we have been able 
to secure this for up to six years 
brings some welcome stability for 
the service." 

The contract has been signed 
jointly with neighbouring South 
Northamptonshire Council, which 


includes Middleton Cheney. 

Recyclable items include paper, 
cardboard, plastics and glass. The 
council hopes it will be £450,000 
better off. 

Environmental services portfolio 
holder Dermot Bambridge said: 
"The higher income will help to 
keep costs down." 

This will help fund a single 
container for all recycling, he said.

How to guard 

POLICE officers are inviting Banbury 
motorists to have their car’s 
catalytic converter security marked. 

It comes after a trading estate in 
the town was hit nearly once a 
week over the past year, with 
thieves taking £800,000 of goods - 
including £13,600 worth of catalytic 
converters. 

Anyone concerned about having 
their catalytic converter stolen can 
go to the Just Car Clinic, on the 
Thorpe Industrial Estate, to have it 
security marked. 

A unique reference number is 
etched on to the converter and the 
registered keeper of the vehicle 
then enters their details onto a 
national database. 

If police then find a stolen 


your car parts 

catalytic converter it can be traced 
back to the owner. 

A sticker is also supplied for the 
vehicle’s window to act as a 
deterrent. 

Catalytic converters are devices 
that make up part of a vehicle’s 
exhaust that minimises toxic 
chemicals in the exhaust gases. 

Worth up to £100 each, they are 
targeted by criminal gangs because 
of the platinum they contain. 

Thefts of the converters have 
risen in most parts of the county 
over the past year. They went up 
from nine to 23 in Cherwell alone. 

The security marking is open to 
all and takes place on Saturday, 
June 2, between 10am and 4pm.

Arrests as 
police raid 
scrap metal 
dealers

A SCRAP metal yard in 
Bloxham has been raided by 
officers as Thames Valley 
Police carried out 14 co¬ 
ordinated raids across the 
region to crack down on 
metal theft. 

Smiths of Bloxham, in Milton 
Road, was one of six yards 
sealed off and searched by a 
team of specialist officers, 
forensic scientists and experts 
from HM Revenue and Customs 
on Tuesday as Operation 
Symphony swung into action 
just after 10.30am. 

A police spokesman 
confirmed that arrests had been 
made at the yard but at the time 
of going to press could not 
confirm any further details. 

A further eight sites connected 
to the scrap industry in the 
Thames Valley, Hertfordshire and 
Middlesex regions were also 
searched by Thames Valley 
police officers. 

Elsewhere in Oxfordshire, TR 
Rogers and Sons, in The Metal 
Yard, Nuneham Courtenay, was 
also raided. 

Police said the operation had 
been months in the planning 
and was focused on the disposal 
of stolen metal. 

Det Chief Supt Brendan 
O'Dowda said: "The operation 
was the culmination of an 
on-going investigation that has 
been carried out by Thames 
Valley Police to target not only 
the theft of scrap metal, but the 


channels that thieves are using 
to dispose of the stolen metal. 

"Thames Valley Police is 
committed to combating this, 
one of the fastest-growing types 
of crime. It is a crime that 
threatens public and community 
safety and the national 
infrastructure. 

"The theft of high-value metal 
affects individuals, especially the 
more vulnerable in our 
communities, schools, churches, 
energy companies and 
transportation networks. 

"Metal theft is by no means a 
victimless crime. The callous 
action of thieves can force 
schools and businesses to close, 
railway networks and energy 
infrastructures to literally shut 
down. Many communities are 
then left isolated, putting 
people's lives at risk. 

"We will always pursue 
thieves and organised gangs who 
carry out this type of crime as 
well as the 'market for disposal'. 
We recognise that most dealers 
operate a law-abiding business. 
However, far too many turn a 
blind eye to the origin of metal 
that enters their yard. 

"The more unscrupulous 
dealer actively encourages the 
trade of stolen metal for cash 
without giving any thought or 
consideration to what impact the 
theft has had on the very 
communities in which they live. 

"We will make these people 
aware of the ramifications of 
their actions and relentlessly 
target them until they choose to 
operate more responsibly and 
within the law."

■ Schools chief: Recruitment problem 'will only grow' 

Growing concern 
over replacing 
headteachers 


By Ellie Simmonds 


FIFTEEN Oxfordshire primary 
schools have been without a 
permanent headteacher, new figures 
from Oxfordshire County Council 
show. 

The number of schools without a 
permanent head in place is a substantial 
rise on the 11 there were in 2009, 
although it is a small number 
proportionately out of the county's 278 
maintained schools. 

The council's schools improvement 
cabinet member in 2009, Michael Waine, 
then warned that the problem of 
recruiting headteachers would only grow. 

Melinda Tilley, his successor, believes 
recruitment should become easier as 
schools teamed up in academy chains, 
allowing headteachers to focus on 


teaching and leadership. 

She said: "I can't open the bottom 
drawer and pull out six headteachers for 
interview, they're just not there. 

"There are fewer and fewer people who 
want to take on the job because they 
spend so much time doing things other 
than what they got into teaching for." 

But she was not concerned about the 
impact on schools that were currently 
without permanent leadership, saying: 
"Somebody always steps up to the plate." 

Tony Draper, of the National 
Association of Headteachers, said that 
across the country a third of headships 
were unfilled when first advertised due to 
the "high risk" nature of the job. 

He said: "It's almost become like being 
a football manager - one set of bad 
results and you're out. 

"It's disastrous for a school if they don't 
have leaders in place because great 
leadership produces great schools. 


"There is instability when there is an 
acting headteacher because they don't 
really know where they stand. Are they 
there to mark time or move the school 
on? 

"The staff don't know what's going on 
either, because it is an interim leader." 

Sally Hughes, acting headteacher at 
Holy Trinity School, Chipping Norton, 
was initially appointed for two terms in 
January 2011 but her contract was 
extended until December 2013 after no 
suitable headteacher could be found - 
despite six attempts at recruitment. 

She said: "The longer an acting head 
stays, stability increases - but there is 
always that uncertainty. 

"Children need stability and often ask 
me how long I am going to stay." 

In September 2005 eight schools in the 
county were starting the term without 
permanent headteachers and there were 
12 the following year. 


County fire service swaps 
to an up-to-date uniform 


IT’S out with the old and in 
with the new at the county’s 
fire service. 

Gone are the traditional dark 
blue firefighters’ uniforms with 
bright yellow helmet and in 
comes a bright gold suit with 
black and white headgear. 

From this week Oxfordshire 
County Council’s Fire and 
Rescue Service has given its 
firemen and women a brand 
new kit. 

The new uniform, which 
offers better protection, 


includes a fire helmet, an anti¬ 
flash hood, gloves, a tunic, 
leggings and boots. 

One fire station manager 
said: “We are very pleased. 
They are nice and 
comfortable. 

“It certainly represents the 
latest technology available 
within firefighting.” 

The equipment is being 
leased for the next eight years 
at a cost of £250,000 per year 
from Lion Apparel Systems 
UK. The money comes from 
the fire service’s 
existing budget for 
protective equipment. 

Fire service 
spokesman Gemma 
Watts said: “Other 
contracts were 
explored by the 
service, but these 
could have cost in the 
region of £100,000 
more per year. 

“The new contract 
provides the best value 
for money in the 
current market.” 

Old uniforms will be 
recycled by an 
approved Government 
company. 

The change has 
already been made in a 
number of other 
services, including 
Flampshire Fire and 
Rescue Service.

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■ Firm prepares to mark its 70th anniversary by teaming up in plane project 


Re-establishing 
a Spitfire link

A FAMILY engineering firm 
is going back to the future 
after linking up with a high¬ 
flying heritage project. 

Norbar Torque Tools, of 
Banbury, recently delivered 
torque wrenches to Enstone 
Airfield to help with the 
assembly of Spitfire replica 
aircraft. 

The move is hugely symbolic 
as the company was founded 
during World War Two to supply 
similar tools for working on the 
engines of the original Spitfire. 

Members of Enstone Flying 
Club plan to build 12 replicas of 
the legendary fighter planes 
from kits by the end of the year 
to form the City of Oxford 
squadron. 

Norbar sales and marketing 
director Philip Brodey, grandson 
of one of the company founders, 
Bill Brodey, said: "When we 


found out about the programme 
we leapt at the chance to get 
involved and talked about what 
we could do. 

"The company started making 
wrenches for the Merlin engine, 
which was used in the Spitfire, 
Hurricane and Lancaster aircraft. 
So donating some to the project 
seemed the logical thing. 

"We are delighted to support 
this exciting project to create a 
piece of living aviation history." 

And it was particularly fitting 
for Norbar - formed in 1942 as 
the North Bar Tool Company - 
to get involved as it helped add 
to the company's 70th 
anniversary celebrations. 

The first Spitfire, a 90 per cent 
scale model of the original, has 
now been completed and is 
waiting for its modern General 
Motors engine, due to be 
installed this summer. 

Each aircraft costs £210,000 
and they are funded by 
enthusiasts who can buy a 12th 
or 20th part share at the cost of 


£17,000 or £11,000 
respectively. More than 40 
people have so far invested in 
the first three aircraft. 

Paul Fowler, of Enstone Flying 
Club, is leading the Spitfire 
project. He said: "I think it is 
brilliant that Norbar has agreed 
to sponsor us and re-stablish the 
link with the Spitfire. 

"The wrenches themselves are 
beautiful pieces of engineering." 

Since its humble beginnings, 
Norbar has grown significantly 
and now employs 240 staff, 
which means it is one of the 
county's top 100 largest 
employers. 

It will soon move to new 
premises in Wildmere Road and 
take on another 35 staff by the 
end of the year. 

The company also recently 
expanded its international 
operation by opening a new 
office in India to add to its bases 
in Australia, China, New 
Zealand, Singapore and the 
United States.

Chiltern alter older coaches with sliding doors 
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Hi-tech update to 


commuter trains 


By William Crossley 


LIFE got a little easier for 
commuters using Chiltern 
Railways' locomotive-powered 
silver Mainline trains on Monday 
with the launch of the first set of 
coaches fitted with sliding power 
doors, instead of old-fashioned 
manual 'slam' doors. 

The set is the first of four to be 
introduced this year as the train operator 
gives a new look to the Mk3 coaches 
used on the trains, which were designed 
in the early 1970s. 

They will be used on Chiltern's key 


express services between London, 
Banbury and Birmingham. 

As well as fitting the power doors - to 
speed up station stops by removing the 
need for staff to close doors by hand - 
the vestibules of the coaches have been 
enlarged, with a number of toilets and 
luggage racks removed to create extra 
space for passengers. 

All the remaining toilets have been 
fitted with storage tanks, so waste is no 
longer dumped on the tracks. 

A prototype of the sliding door 
mechanism, based on a system used on 
South West Trains services, was put 
through rigorous tests over the past year 
designed to simulate 20 years of life in 
daily service. 


Chiltern Railways' project engineer 
Dave Hogwood said: "The aim of the 
tests was to assess long-term wear and 
reliability and help us predict 
maintenance requirements. 

"The manufacturer recommends a 
major inspection at 15 years but we 
found that the prototype showed only 
slight wear at the end of the 20-year 
cycle." 

Chiltern's engineering director Kate 
Marjoribanks said: "This really does 
prove that you can deliver a first-class 
service using older rolling stock. 

"The new power doors allow us to 
increase capacity and at the same time 
meet the future needs of our 


passengers.

teens 

■ Free activities 
offered to 105 
youngsters

TEENAGERS across the county are 
being urged to sign up for free 
rock-climbing, surfing and gorge¬ 
walking this summer. 

Organised by Oxfordshire County 
Council, as part of the Government's 
National Citizen Service, the free course has 
105 places up for grabs for the county's 16- 
and 1 7-year-olds. 

Last year 8,000 youngsters from across 
England took part in the scheme, which 
focuses on personal and social 
development. 

Among the events is a host of outdoor 
activities at a residential adventure camp, 
and music, performance and arts days. 

Called Summer Challenge, the scheme 
runs for five weeks from Thursday, July 26, 
and activities are designed to challenge 
participants, teach them new skills, 
encourage them to make new friends and 
bring out the best in them. 

Ryan Johnson, NCS co-ordinator for 
Oxfordshire County Council, said: "The idea 
is to bring young people from different 


backgrounds 
together to meet new people, 
challenge themselves and to try out new 
things, while giving them the opportunity to 
make a difference in their own communities 
and, most importantly, have fun. 

"The Summer Challenge is a voluntary 
programme and is open to anyone who will 
be 1 6 or 1 7 by Friday, August 31, 2012. 

"Once participants have registered an 
interest, programme representatives will be 
in touch to discuss the scheme in more 
detail. 

"There are 105 places in Oxfordshire up 
for grabs. 

"I would encourage people to sign up as 
soon as possible to avoid disappointment. It 
is a great initiative." 

The programme starts on July 26 with 
laser gaming and high ropes, followed by 
five days away at an adventure residential 
centre. Then, from Monday, August 6, until 
August 24, young people can get involved 


a subject they are passionate 
about - such as music or art. 

Finally, on August 28, the group will go 
on a residential trip and will put together a 
presentation for family and friends. 

Two Oxfordshire teenagers who took part 
in last year's event were Suleiman Ahmed 
and Kiran Dhingra-Smith. 

Suleiman said: "I gained a lot from my 
NCS experience. I have made friends and 
feel like a valuable member of my 
community." 

Kiran added: "For my community project 
I taught basketball to local kids. It was great 
to give something back."

School in 'special measures' 


A BANBURY primary school has been 
placed into special measures after a critical 
report by inspectors. 

The Grange Primary School, in Avocet 
Way, was told children made inadequate 
progress in reading, writing and 
mathematics following an Ofsted 
inspection in March, the results of which 
have just been made public. 

Inspector Sonja Joseph said: “Too much 
teaching is inadequate and not enough is 
‘good’ or ‘better’. 

“Assessment information is not used 
effectively enough to secure an accurate 
view of pupils’ current attainment.” 

Phonics were not always taught 
rigorously or accurately, and the 
curriculum was inadequate, failing to 
develop children’s basic literacy and 
numeracy skills. 

Ms Joseph added: “The leadership of 
teaching and management of performance 


have not been consistently effective or 
appropriately focused. A lack of direction 
by senior leaders has contributed to a 
decline in standards.” 

When the inspection took place, 
headteacher Glyn Roberts was on long¬ 
term sick leave. 

Deputy headteacher Jude Barratt has 
stepped in as acting headteacher. 

In a joint statement with chairman of 
governors Keith Cook she said: “Good 
progress is already being made to 
implement the necessary improvements, 
with staff having already received training 
in phonics, effective marking and feedback. 

“Our primary aim is to enhance our 
pupils’ learning experiences and enable 
them to achieve their full potential. 

“The Grange looks forward to this 
exciting period of school development 
under fresh and highly motivated 
leadership.” 


Police chief named as front runner 



SARA Thornton, the Chief 
Constable of Thames Valley 
Police, is believed to be a front 
runner to become Her Majesty's 
new Chief Inspector of 
Constabulary. 

Sir Denis O'Connor will retire 
on July 31 as HM Chief Inspector 
of Constabulary after more than 
three years in the role. 

The Thames Valley force 


would need a new chief 
constable if Ms Thornton was 
successful and decided to take 
up the new role. 

The website policeoracle.com, 
which monitors police news in 
the UK, believes Ms Thornton is 
one of three leading contenders 
for the new role. 

Ms Thornton was unavailable 
for comment. 


Railway 
rubbish is 
cleared 

PIFES of rubbish, which greeted 
commuters at Banbury train sta¬ 
tion, have finally been cleaned up 
- despite bosses not knowing who 
owns the land. 

The Banbury Cake reported on 
complaints about the waste - on 
the banks of the River Cherwell 
immediately before the station - 
in March. 

Now, staff from Cherwell 
District Council and the 
Environment Agency have cleared 
up the waste, despite failing to find 
the landowner. 

A council spokesman said: "As 
it has been difficult to establish 
who owns the land, a joint 
approach was adopted." 

Contractors were also brought 
in to remove chewing gum from 
Banbury's streets. 

Nigel Morris, the council's lead 
member for clean and green, said: 
"Dealing with litter is everyone's 
responsibility. 

"Every time we ask residents 
what their priorities are, tackling 
litter tops the bill."

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■ Sources of revenue in doubt for domestic violence advice service 


Funding crisis faced by 


anti-abuse guardians 


By Oliver Evans 


BOSSES at a domestic violence 
charity - which helps the 
county's most at-risk women - 
are fearing for its future 
because of funding concerns. 

Since 2008, the Independent 
Domestic Violence Advisory Service 
has helped 160 women a year. 

But some of its funding, from next 
April, will be in the hands of new, 
controversial police and crime 
commissioners. These new police 
chiefs will be elected in November. 

This has raised uncertainty about 
whether cash will continue to be 
allocated, as the Ministry of Justice 
said the new police chiefs would be 
in charge of the police budget and 
would prioritise such services. 

Other sources of revenue - from 
the probation service and other 
councils - were also in doubt. 

This year, the service got £40,000 
from the Home Office, £55,000 
from Oxfordshire County Council, 
£10,000 from the probation service 
and £500 from Oxford City Council. 

Another £30,000 came from 


other sources, like fundraising. But it 
is still £20,000 short of its £155,000 
running costs for this financial year. 

While The Home Office said it 
would continue to put in £40,000 a 
year until April 2015, others gave no 
assurances. 

The county-based charity employs 
four workers, who support women 
and guide them through the often 
stressful ordeal of police and court 
action. 

Service chairman Romy Briant 
said: "We are uncertain about our 
funding for next year, so our future 
is unclear." 

She said the charity had "set the 
standard" for dealing with high-risk 
cases and many police and councils 
saw it as an "essential service". 

Mrs Briant said: "We are able to 
work closely with people at very 
high risk of abuse and build trust, to 
ensure they can be confident and 
safeguarded." 

Service manager Patricia Walsh 
said the service "was in danger of 
closing next year due to lack of 
money". 

Thames Valley Police's Det Insp 
Dick Meadows said: "They are an 
intrinsic part of how we deal with 


domestic abuse in a multi-agency 
way. We would be concerned if they 
weren't there." 

A county council spokesman 
said: "Decisions about future 
funding for specific services, such as 
the Domestic Violence Advisory 
Service, would rest with the new 
Thames Valley Police 
commissioner." 

Thames Valley Probation Service 
acting chief executive Paul Gillbard 
said finances were "very difficult". 

He said it would fund domestic 
violence services "but cannot at this 
stage guarantee any individual 
contribution". 

Ministry of Justice spokesman Sue 
Colley said the police 
commissioners would have to keep 
"these types of services in their area 
as a priority". 

# Thames Valley Police has 
reminded people about how they 
can report domestic abuse as part of 
its campaign called "Speak Out 
Today". It urges friends, relatives 
and colleagues, who suspect 
someone they know is suffering 
from domestic abuse, not to wait for 
the victim to speak out.

Dubbed Children and Adolescent 
Mental Health Services, Improving 
Access to Psychological Therapies, 
the scheme has seen young service 
users interview clinicians. 

Yvonne Taylor, director of Oxford 
Health NHS Foundation Trust's 
children and families division, said: 
"We are delighted to officially 


launch our IAPT, which aims to 
transform our existing services by 
adopting elements of the adult 
programme. 

"Close collaboration between the 
therapist and young person is a key 
element of this approach. Young 
people are also pivotal in shaping

U nderachievers, look away 
now. Comedian, columnist, 
actress, playwright, blogger, 
best-selling author, painter... Janey 
Godley's list of credits is enough to 
make your head spin. And she's 
good at all of it. 

I catch her on the hop from a 
New Zealand tour ahead of her rip¬ 
roaring return to The Mill tonight. 

Does she ever relax: "Well, aye, 
who does when they're self-employed 
and living through a recession? 

"As for having many talents, well, 

I always think if you're a performer, 
you can probably paint, you can 
probably cut hair. If you're a 
creative type, you can probably turn 
your hands to most things. 

"Come to think of it, I'll get some 
flooring done later..." she says. 

But, I persist, don't you get 
knackered? "Nah. Comedians don't 
work during the day. I mean, these 
days we don't know the meaning of 
the words 'hard work' do we? Our 
parents' day it was a day down the 
mine or at the factory. And, I tell 
you what, compared to my days 
running the pub with a baby, this is 
a piece of p***!" she adds gleefully. 

Janey is referring to her days 
running a Glasgow boozer which is 
the subject of several shards of 
writing on her website and the 
place where she sharpened her wit. 

"I made a lot of punters laugh 
when I was behind the bar but I 
also came from a funny family - we 
always laughed at dark things.

"But, and I was talking to Billy 
Connolly about this, it is the Scots' 
way. If your dad's just died, the 
English come up and say 'I'm sorry'. 
The Scots will be straight up to ask: 
what size shoes did he wear?" 

Janey, a regular on Radio 4's Just 
A Minute , won three five-star 
reviews with her Edinburgh Fringe 
show Godley's World. A magnet for 
awards for her after-dinner speaking 
and global stand-up, Janey's show 
The Godley Hour is recommended 
for ages 14 and above. 

"Ahh, I'd say 16 and over," she 
says. "I do like to swear - what 
comic doesn't?" 

And, in true sweary and hilarious 
style, she racks her brain for a few 
examples of those TV-friendly 
comics who don't swear on stage. 

"So, if you're easily offended, 
don't come to my show. Don't step 
out the house in fact! 

"I find it funny people are 
'offended' by my shows - well, 
they're not. I've never had anyone 
tell me that they've been offended - 
only journalists say it's offensive. 

"I'll give you a few things to be 
offended by. The human rights 
situation in China. Soldiers coming 
back from Afghanistan being left to 
fend for themselves. Injustice just 
drives me mad!" 

A quick flick through Janey's 
columns for the The Scotsman on 


topics from hymenoplasty to 
homelessness shows she is no 
stranger to tackling big issues. 

And she is also unlikely ever to 
run out of material since she turned 
her own life into a best-selling 
autobiography - Handstands In The 
Dark - published in 2004. A tale of 
murder, child abuse and gangsters, 
the book won a place on bestseller 
lists and rave reviews - The 
Observer said it made the McCourt 
family look like the Von Trapps. 

"But I don't think had a bad 
childhood - even though I was 
abused," she says. 

"Looking back on it, I had a 
bonny childhood, playing outside as 
kids did then, before health and 
safety stopped all that. 

"Other experiences in my life - 
such as playing in [Glenochil high- 
security] women's prison, really 
show you the true picture. 

"You think you've had a crap life? 
Talk to these girls. You've had it easy." 

Janey's enthusiasm is infectious, 
which is clearly why her daughter 
Ashley, another polymath, has 
joined her to make a series of 
podcasts, attracting 100,000 hits. 

A force to be reckoned with, 
catch Janey's show before she gets 
whisked away to the USA.

Here's a hot tip if you want to spot 
the difference between a luxury and 
a super-luxury saloon — look for 
some seriously cool seats. 

That's cool as in fitted with a fan 
to draw air through the perforated 
leather to ensure your derriere 
remains gently chilled on hot days.
